SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Municipal  Court  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  Dec.  31,  1953  -  Dec.  31,  1954: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1953  and  De- 
cember 31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
therein  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $4,286.99  in  1954.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated 
by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-i)  ^  a  net  overdraft  of  ap- 
propriations of  $7,922.71,  less  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $209.25, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $7,713.46.

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1954,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of 
the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1954,  is  indicated  in 
Exhibit    B-2. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  G) 

A  statement  of  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  December  31, 
1954,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained  in 
Exhibit  G. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  recoi'ds  of  all  tov^^n  officials  charg'ed  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  ex- 
amined and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  com- 
pared with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries 
in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  sources  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances 
made  from  statements  obtained  from  depositoiy  banks.  Vertifica- 
tion  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  de- 
linquent taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL   COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  sui*plus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  lia- 
bilities) decreased  from  $7,962.60  to  $175.61,  in  1954,  as  shown 
by  the  following  statements.
